PITTSBURGH, May 30.—Two men 
were: killed and two. others injured 
and all but one of fourteen entries in 
the national elimination balloon race 
are down as the result of a disastrous 
storm tonight, reports to race head- 
quarters show. 

The storm was encountered soon 
after the bags took off from Bettis 
Field here. 

The lone bag unreported was the 
Army No. 1 from Scoit Field, Il. Its 
pilot was Captain 5. W.-E. Kepner, 
with Lieutenant W. O. Eareckson as 
aide. Race officials .said the bag 
might be down in an isolated section 
or might still be in the air. 

Some pilots came down volun- 
tarily when lightning began.to play 
about their craft and others were 
compelled to seek the ground. 

Several landed in trees, but ‘availa- 
ble advices showed only three casual- 
ties—Lieutenant Paul Evert of Lang- 
ley. Field, Va., killed when ‘the 
Army. 3 was struck by lightning; 
Walter Morton, aide on the’ Good- 
year V, who was found’ dead near 
Youngwood, Pa., having madeé‘a frée 
jump from the, balloon when it was 
believed also to have been struck by 
lightning; Ward T. Van Orman, 
pilot of the Goodyear V, who suf- 
fered a fractured left Jeg in a para- 
chute leap, and James P. Cooper, 
aide on’ the City of Cleveland, 
shocked and bruised when his bal- 
loon was hit. 

The storm centred in the counties 
of West Moreland and Fayette, in 
Southwestern Pennsylvania, and in 
these two districts most of the bal- 
loons came down. 

Several of the pilots described the 
storm as one of the worst they ever 
experienced while in the air. They 
said there was hail and sleet in addi- 
tion to rain and lightning, and some 


of the balloonists suffered from the 
cold at high altitudes.

NO WORD OF FILM FLIERS. 


Alaskan Relief Plane Not Heard 
‘From in Four Days. 


SEATTLE, May 30° .—Silerice 
continued today to shroud the fate 
of two Arctic aerial expeditions, de- 
spite a careful watch by radio opefa- 
tors at strategic points in Alaska and 
the northwest. 

Although four days have elapsed 
since a relief plane piloted by Matt 
Nieminen was due at Point Barrow, 
Alaska, in search of two planes of 
the. Fox Film Corporation’s Barrow 
expedition, Richard Héyser, radio 
operator.who accompanied Nieminen 
had not succeeded in communicating 
with the outside world. Heyser car- 
ried a portable wireless transmitting 
set which he expected to assembl 
soon ay possible after arrival 
Point Barrow. 

Alaskans felt little doubt, but what 
Nieminen and Heyser reached Point 
Barrow in safety. They were last 
heard from “hak ‘they left Kotzebue 
on Kotzebue Sound, north of Nome 
on the Arctic coast, last Friday.

THOMAS DENOUNCES 
SMITH AND WALKER 


Socialist Candidate Says Gov- 
ernor Has~Failed’ in’ Duty 
to City and Party. 


ASSAILS TAMMANY .. HALL 


Calls It More Corrupt Now Than 
in Last 20 Years of 
New York Politics. 


DUNKIRK, N. X., May 30.—'‘Gov- 
ernor Smith has failed in his duty to 
New York City as Governor as well 
as political leader of his party,’’ Nor- 
man Thomas, Socialist candidate. for 
President, declared in a Memorial 
Day..address here today under the 
auspices of the Evangelical Synod of 
Buffalo and Western New York. 
Mr. Thomas was the principal speak- 
er at the annual Memorial Day field 


day arranged by the Evangelical 
churches. 

The Socialist leader charged that 
Tammany Hall was more corrupt 
than it had been within the last 
twenty years of New York politics 
and that none of the current scan- 
dals in. the city have been unearthed 
or punished by Tammany. 

“These things are not mere local 
issues in the year 1928,’’ Mr. Thomas 
said. ‘‘They happened when Gov- 
ernor Smith was the unquestioned 
leader of his party, the pet and 
darling of Tammany Hall, who him- 
self gave us Mayor Walker and our 
blundering ‘Transit Commission. 

“Not only as political leader but as 
Governor has Mr. Smith failed in his 
duty to the city.

COCONUT HAS MANY USES. 


To Some Peoples It Is Food, Drink, 
Utensils, Clothing and Shelter. 








Museum of Natural History at Chi- 
cago: points out in a recent bulletin, 
a cocoanut represents merely an: 0c- 
casional delicacy, either in the raw 
state or in cake, pie or candy. There 
are parts of the world, however, 
where the cocoanut tree is the most 
important producer of the. necessi- 
ties of life—staplé food, drink, uten- 
snis, clothing ano shelter. 

In some places in the South Seas 
cocoanuts form ‘one of the’ main 
dishes for breakfast,‘ lunch and din- 
net. The fruit is usually eaten ‘be- 
fore it ripens. The watery liquid or 

fn the fruit is used as a 
drink, and the sap of the tree, ob- 
tained by cutting unopened flower 
down to sugar and 
fermented to produce palm. wine. 
Children of the tro * eat a stran 


part of e 
sprouted cocoanut whic bulges into 
e centre and absorbs the. meat and 
milk. It is very tender ‘and sweet. 
Cocoanut palm leaves are used as 
roof thatch in constructing huts for 
shelter. Split cocoanut im’ leaves 
proviae. natural. fringe for skirts. 
e midribs and splints are woven 
into baskets, fire fans and. other use~ 
ful objects. Cocoanut’ shells make 
dishes and are sometimes made 
nto ornamental objects.. Some Mela- 
nesians cut, carve and polish the 
shells for beautiful caps and baskets. 
One group in the South Seas-enlists 
the aid of hungry shrimps to make 
bottles of cocoanut shells. The nuts, 
with theif’ ‘puriched open, are 
placed in water where a small vari- 
va of shrimp lives. PF oy — 
through eye in e centre 
and eat all the meat; thus, the un- 
broken shell becomes a bottle. Some 
tribes rub cocoanut oil all. over their 
bodies, ds a cosmetic:

Complete returns from the Moun- 
tain State will probably not be in 
hand for some hours yet, but 
unless the early figures are reversed 
Mr. Hoover has suffered a setback 
there which may prove more serious 
than would be indicated by the small 
number of delegates involved.

Only.nine~ 
teen, delegates are in question, and 
Senator Gorr, who wanted a Favor- 
ite-Son endorsement, was not at the 
beginning especially hostile. But 
now. bitterness has arisen, and even 
if late returns should give Mr. 
Hoover the State by a small margin, 
there will be another delegation at 
Kansas City ready and anxious to 
break from him at the first excuse. 
Under the West Virginia law, candi- 
dates for delegate are required to 
file in advance a declaration whether 
or not they will support the State’s 
preference for President.as indicated 
in the primary. . Information as to 
the manner in which this was car- 
ried out is not yet available, but it 
is safe to say that the preference 
vote will not be taken too seriously 
save by those who hotly favor a 
certain candidate. 

The same partial returns show 
Governor SMITH. ahead of Senator 
REED.of Missouri by a narrow mar- 
gin. Being the leading candidate 
before the Houston - Convention, 
SMiTH’s victory would simply make 
his ascendancy stronger. In this 
instance it shows strength in a bor- 
der State which it would be impor- 
tant for the Democrats to carry 
mext November.

MR. COCLIDGE AT GETTYSBURG. | 
In his address at Gettysburg yes- 
terday the President’ justly said 
that the best tribute we can pay to 
one soldier dead is to “ pledge our- 
“selves to bend our every effort to 
“ prevent. any .recurrence..of war.” 
This was Mr. CooLider’s. main 
theme, “While insisting upon main- 
taining a military force adequate for 
our defense and for the assertion of 
our national rights, he argued that 
the chief interest of this country 
has always been, and is today, the 
assurance of peace throughout the 
world. Reasons against war multi- 
ply as our foreign commerce and 
investments are extended: ‘It is 
now impossible to think of any great 
conflict “anywhere in the ~ world | 
which would not injure us, even if 
it did not draw us into it. As the 
President said, “whether so intended 
“ ornot, any nations engaging in war

‘| most’ gioried in the fact that -when- 
ever. they. have. gone..to war, they

of our peaceful intent. Coming from 
a Republican President, this senti-

which, at the time, threw Republi- 
cans into’ patriotic hysterics. Secre- 
tary BAKER said that he was glad 
that this country was not prepared 
for going into the World War.

In his references to the proposal

it, the President is both fair and 
generous. He handsomely attrib- 
utes the initiative to M: BRIAND, the 
French Foreign Minister, by the 
historic offer of June, 1927. This 
French suggestion has now grown 
into.a much wider peace movement.

If he does it suc- 
cessfully, and so secures a universal 
agreement for peace, he will have 
enabled this country to erect a 
monument more significant and 
enduring than any which stands on 
the Gettysburg battlefield. 








STUDENTS WILL BE STUDENTS. 


As they were in the universities 
of the Middle Ages, students con- 
tinue to be with such changes. in 
their outward manifestations as the 
customs of the succeeding centuries 
suggest. A French authority, writ- 
ing of the early universities, men- 
tions the students as a source of 
honor and reverence to the cities 
where: they were, but adds that they 
were sometimes viewed with sus- 
picious eyes by the citizens: In 
Montpellier, at the time when 
COLUMBUS was making his second 
voyage, the inhabitants “sacked” 
the medical school of the university 
located there. And of the student 
of the University of Paris it is said 
that he was not always the serious 
young person “full of zeal for his 
“tasks, bending over glossaries of 
“the Bible and Aristotle.” He was 
sometimes. an impudent roysterer 
running in the streets, breaking open 
doors and “ filling the tribunal with 
the noise of his escapades.” The 
founder of the Sorbonne had daily 
complaints about the behavior of the 
students who were then and later 
“having a bone to pick with the 
police.” They did not escort cows 
into belfries, or pull trolleys off 
cars, or break up orchestras, or sub- 
merge dormitory floors, but that 
was before civilization had made 
such progress! 

Despite the disorders which in the 
medieval universities arose between 
town and gown, between students 
and teachers (as when at Poitiers 
the professor had to defend himself 
from his students by flingirig- the 
volumes of his Digest at them), 
and between students and students 
(especially of different “ nations”’), 
it is said of them in general that 
none frequented the universities 
except those of particular aptitude 
and personal taste for study, and 
that many of them braved priva‘ion 
and poverty and did menial service 
that they might “penetrate at last 
into the sanctuary of knowledge.” 
Our modern colleges are not wi ‘out 
@ major proportion of such stu- 
dents; and “pranks” and escapades, 
and even disturbances that “fill the 
tribunal,” are not to be taken too 
seriously. The generic American 
student is sound in spite of his be- 
havior .as a member of.a mob into 
whose psychology he is occasionally 
swept. 

In the June number of Scribner’s, 
Dean WALTERS of Swarthmore Col-. 
lege shows what effort is being 
made by the Faculties, especially of 
the large universities, to “know” 
the students and so to give them in- 
dividualized aid and. guidance in 
matters of health, temporalities and 
studies, through what.is called.‘ per- 
sonnel activity.” Yet this is not a 
new service, though in the Middle 
Ages the masters or professors had 
to get on without the help of psycho- 
analytic examinations. .Nor were 
there such programs of organized 
welcome for matriculants as are now 
widely in vogue. Each student upon 
entrance bécame the pupil or client 
of a professor who not only heard 
his lessons but became his patron or 
guardian and laid claim to him “in 
“case Some prank had led the mag-

A FORTY-HOUR WEEK. 


Stabilization in the cloak and ‘suit 

industry in this city is making head- 
way against the effects of the dis- 
astrous strike two Summers ago and 
of internal strife within the Interna- 
tional Ladies’ Garment Workers. At 
the recent Boston convention.of the 
union the administration of Morris 
SIGMAN was upheld and BENJAMIN 
SCHLESINGER, former President, re- 
sumed his connection withthe or- 
ganization... It ‘is. now announced 
that next Monday will usher in the 
five-day week agreed upon in 1926 
between the Industrial Council of 
Manufacturers and the labor union. 
A certain amount of hesitation on 
the part of employers seems to have 
been removed by the argument that 
the new ‘arrangement will promote 
the spirit of good-will and further 
the work of reconstruction. The In- 
dustrial Council represents 200 of 
the largest employers and approxi- 
mately 7,500 workers, but it seems 
certain that their example will be 
followed by the smaller manufac- 
turers to the number of 700 employ- 
ing about 12,000.men.. This would 
leave about’ 1,600 small shops with 
15,000 workers who would not be af- 
fected by the agreement. 
‘ For the ladies’ garment industry 
a five-day week of eight hours is 
not so radical an innovation as may 
seem at first sight. In. 1925 the 
Bureau of Research of the cloak and 
suit industry found that the number 
of weeks of employment averaged 
forty a year in the large “inside” 
shops and’ thirty-one weeks in the 
sub-manufacturers’ shops. Toa 
large extent the short work-year is 
‘due to the seasonal nature of the 
industry.. But that management can 
do a good deal to curtail seasonal 
idleness would be shown by the very 
fact that the better organized shops 
supplied longer employment by more 
than two months in the year. The 
five-day week might thus conceiv- 
ably be a factor in the establish- 
ment of a sounder system of time 
distribution. This. development 
would be facilitated if the smaller 
shops could be brought within the 
scope of the agreement. One of the 
ill-effects: of the disorder injected. 
into the industry by Left Wing agi- 
tation in recént years has been to 
stimulate the growth of the smallest 
shops accompanied by a partial re- 
turn of the sweatshop conditions of 
a generation. ago. 

On the whole, it is gratifying to 
note that the process of recovery is 
under way in what was once upon 
a time a highly prosperous labor 
organization and a factor for the 
maintenance of peace in ‘a ‘great 
industry. When the Left Wing at- 
tack began the International’ La- 
dies’ Garment Workers had $2,000,- 
000 in its treasury. It is now more 
than $1,000,000 in debt. Fortu- 
nately, the machinery of conference 
and conciliation built up through the 
painful effort of years and with the 
cooperation of some of our leading 
citizens has survived the storm. We 
are not likely soon to see a: répeti- 
tion of the recent experiment in 
“class war” which, in addition to

Nor was it surprising 
that MoRGAN F. LARSON, the Repub- 
lican candidate, avoided the conven- 
tion of his own party on the same 
day. The Democrats in New Jersey 
are united and the Republican Party 
is divided by jealousies and feuds. 
If Mr. LARSON had gone to Trenton 
he would have heard ex-Governor 
STOKES demand an investigation of 
the recent primary vote in Hudson 
County. Ex-Judge CAREY, a defeated 
candidate for the nomination for 
Governor, had charged that 20,000 
Democrats voted for Mr. LARSON. 
Ex-Senator FRELINGHUYSEN has de- 
clared that he would not give his 
support to either HAMILTON F. 
KEAN, nominated for Senator, or to 
Mr. LARSON, unless they denounced 
with him the Hudson County Demo- 
crats and joined him in “cleaning 
house.” 

Ex-Governor STOKES wanted the 
Republicans to go on record against 
the “buying of nominations from 
payroll politicians,” but this they 
refused. to do. “The Republican 
Party,” exclaimed. Mr. STOKES bit- 
terly, “is seventy-two years old to- 
day. It is time to reform it.” He 
did persuade the convention to urge 
a legislative investigation of the 
Hudson primary.': Mr. LARSON was 
wise to stay away. It was no time 
or occasion for-a harmony speech 
from. him. 

Commissioner DILL saw his oppor- 
tunity and made the most of it. 
There had been no opposition to his 
nomination for Governor, and lest 
the Republicans might charge that 
he owed it to Mayor HAGuUE of Jer- 
sey City and would do his bidding 
if elected Governor, Mr. DILL pro- 
claimed his independence and de- 
clared that he would be accountable 
solely to the people of New Jersey. 
“In the event of my election I shall 
be,” he said, “free and untrammeled.” 
He made his position on the Vol- 
stead act so plain that no one could 
misunderstand -him. . As Motor 
Vehicle Commissioner he had sus- 
pended and revoked thousands of 
drivers’ licenses for intoxication. 

In the first year of the prohibition’ 
law there were 115 “drunken driv- 
ers” before him, This year’ the 
number would reach 2,000, he said, 
“a plain proof to any one that the 
“Volstead law has not decreased 
“but has increased drunkenness in 
“automobile drivers.” ‘I believe,” 
he said, “that each State should 
“have the right, if the voters de- 
“sire, to permit the sale of light 

‘wines and beer not. normally. in- 
“ toxicating.” Three times the Demo- 
crats of New Jersey, ‘with the sup- 
port of Republican voters, have 
elected a candidate for Governor 
standing on such a platform. Mr. 
DILL’s competitor will have to en- 
dorse the pledge of ‘the Republican 
Party, again repeated, to change the 
State prohibition enforcement act 
so that it will always be in nereney 
with the Federal act. 

Of the two candidates WILLIAM L. 
DILL, for ten years a wise and fear- 
less Motor Vehicle Commissioner, is 
better known to the voters. They

JAPAN AND CHINA. 


Simultaneous publication, of the 
Japanese statement to the League of 
Nations about the Shantung inci- 
dent, and of the reply of the Chi- 
nese Nationalists to Japan’s warn- 
ing that there must ‘be no fighting 
in Manchuria, serves to clarify. the 
record. The Nanking Government 
denies the right of Japan to pre- 
serve peace in Manchuria by armed 
force if necessary. Such action it 
declares would be an interference in 
China’s internal affairs. With some- 
what premature confidence it asserts 
its own ability to miaifitain order in 
Manchuria and safeguard foreign in- 
terests there—despite the fact that 
the Nationalist forces still have far 
to go before they are in a position 
to dominate that region. This pro- 
test, however, serves notice to the 
world that the-various Chinese fac- 
tions ‘are still as one in considering 
Manchuria an integral, part of 
China’s territory. 

Efforts made from time to time— 
notably at the Paris Peace Confer- 
ence and at the Washington Confer- 
ence—to induce the nations to 
recognize a definition of Chinese 
territory that excluded Manchuria 
have always failed, Despite the 
terms of the now defunct Lansing- 
Ishi agreement, the United States 
Government has never admitted 
that Manchuria is a legal and 
political entity apart from China. 
The powers have, however, ac- 
knowledged the accomplished fact 
that Japan’s control of the South 
Manchuria Railway has given her a 
preponderant influence in Man- 
churia. In the main, she has used 
this influence with moderation and 
in the best interest of the Chinese 


Manchuria, 

One of the greatest services which 
Japan: has rendered has been in 
preventing the civil warfare which 
has torn China for the last dozen 
years from extending into Man- 
churia. She has had little faith in 
the ability of the Chinese.to main- 
tain order there by themselves, ; In 
Short, if the recital of Japan’s rea- 
sons for sending troops to Shantung, 
as presented in her ‘note to the 
League of Nations, is read’ in. con- 
nection with China’s: protest about 
Manchuria, it is obvious. that ‘the 
weight of evidence favors the Japa- 
hese point of view about. the.ability 
of the Chinese Nationalists—or of 
any other Chinese ‘faction, for that 
matter—to maintain order. 

The Japanese appear to be chiefly 
concerned with the practical aspects 
of preserving peace. The Chinese 
are, quite. naturally, interested in 
the theoretical aspects of sover- 
eignty. Fortunately the two are not 
irreconcilable... Indeed,..it appears 
that both: sides are anxious to’ com- 
pose their.‘ differences..’ The ‘anti- 
Japanese sentiment in China can 
and will be used as a weapon. to 
bring .diplomatic pressure to bear. 
But the Chinese leaders are plainly 
anxious. to..come to an. agreement. 
with the Japanese, just as. the lat-. 
ter are using special restraint to

The consolidation of the Chrysler

Early yesterday morning his solici- 
tation nearly proved to be a two- 
edged sword, for the same iron bars 
almost prevented two detectives and 
a patrolman from saving him, his 
wife, Grace, and his five children 
from burning to death. It was only 
through the burly strength of Detec- 
tive Bernard Gunson of the East 
104th Street Station that the iron bar 
trap ‘was’ bent out of shape suffi- 
ciently to allow the family to escape. 
Gunson formed the top link in a 


human chain that passed Lucy, 3 
years old; May, 5, and Rosie, 7, to 
safety. 


As he handed Rosie along he heard 
the girl murmur. some about a 
kitten, but he forgot about-it the next 
moment as firemen came up with a 
hook and ladder outfit. For the next 
few minutes Gunson was busy taken 
Daniel, one of the eight-months-ol 
Russo twins from the arms of a fire- 
man who had climbed up beside him. 
He passed Daniel down. by Seg | of 
Patrolman Frederick Wuerth and De- 
tective David Salter, also of the East 
104th Street Station, who composed 
the two bottom links of the chain. 
Madeline, the other twin, was 
brought down by the firemen. So 
were Mr. and Mrs. Russo. 


Save Other Tenants in Rear. 


No sooner had the Russo family 
been rescued than the two detectives 
and the patrolman ran to the rear of 
the apartment house and helped 
firemen bring other tenants—includ- 
ing two aged women, one of them 
a cripple—to safety. 

It was shortly after 3 A. M. when 
Gunson, Wuerth and Salter, riding 
down Duffy’s Hill in Lexington Ave- 
nue, saw smoke and flames comin 
from the house. There was a lurid 
glow in the second-floor window and 
shouts of ‘‘Help, help!’’ were heard 
from where the Russos lived. The 
three looked up to see a man tugging 
to stretch the thin iron strips of the 
barred windows. Wuerth, who was 
driving the ‘police car, sounded his 
siren and ran for an alarm-box. His 
companions ran into the hallway, 
only to be repulsed by smoke: and 
tongues of fire. 

uerth came back.as.Gunson and 
Salter were dashing out-of the hall- 
way. The three saw the Russo fam- 
ily, their heads dark against the 
bright background of fire. Salter, a 
werful man who once belonged to 

e gangster squad, stooped over and 
Wuerth jumped to his shoulders. 
As the latter reached vainly for the 
bars, Gunson, agile as a human fly, 
clambered along the stone coping 
of the house front. He reached the 
bars, gave a terrific pull and opened 
up space enough for one person at a 
time to come out. 

Russo, greeting friends from the 
department, handed his three eldest 
children out to Gunson. Gunson 
passed the youngsters along to 
Wuerth and Salter as fire apparatus 
under Battalion Chief Michael Ruddy 
drove»up and Fireman James A. 
Fitzsimmons threw up a scaling lad- 
der alongside the ladder of men. It 
was Fitzsimmons who took the cry- 
ing eight-year-old twins from the 
arms of s. Russo. 


Wife Hurt in Rescue. 


But Gunson, Wuterth and Salter 
had not finished their usefulness. 
They took Daniel from Fitzsimmons, 
before the firemen scrambled down 
the ladder with Madeline: With 
Madeline safe in the arms of his 
companions, Fitzsimmons went back 
to help Mr. and Mrs. Russo down. 
Russo helped his wife to get through 
the bars. She suffered a painful 
laceration of the left wrist when she 
pulled against a jagged iron prong. 

In the rear of the building the 
policemen and the firemen, who were 
of Engine Company 53, found Arthur 
McCue, who lived on the top floor, 
helping his aged mother, artha, 
and sister Irene, down the rear. fire 
escape. McCue’s hair and eyebrows 
were singed when he tried to go out 
through the hallway. The firemen 
and police helped McCue and his 
family down the last flights of the 
fire escape. 

Mrs. Hlizabeth Murphy, 54 years 
old, eripoles by rheumatism, was 
helped the same fire escape on 
the third floor by her boarder, Pat- 
rick O'Neill. Michael McPartland of 
the fourth’ floor escaped with his 
wife and family by the same exit.

Flames Prove Stubborn. 


Long afterthe tenants had escaped 
the firemen were still having diffi- 
culty’ with ‘the flames. Heavy smoke 
forced them to work in relays.: Sev- 
eral firemen climbed to the roof of 
a neighboring house, crossed over 
and smashed in the skylight to get 
a hose to the heart of the fire. 
A mass of flame leaped skyward 
when the skylight was broken, but 
@ moment later a deluge of water 
subdued it.

Four youths who the police believe 
were in the group of robbers that 
held up the Actors’ Inn, 31 East Sev- 
enth Street Monday morning, when 
a taxi driver was shot to death by a 
misinformed patrolman, entered Bis- 
saccia’s Spaghetti House, 46.

Leaving a black sedan in which

stand up and face the wall. The wo- 
men present became panic-stricken, 
but grew calm when one of the rob- 
bers told them to ‘‘keep a cool head. 

When the bandits took away the 
cameo pin from the little guest of 
honor she cried.

LONDON, May 30.—The feature of 
the stock market today was the gen- 
eral strength of British funds on the 
arrival of gold from America and 
small market discount rates. 

The 5 per cent. war loan gained an 
eighth as did the 3.5 per cent. con- 
version loan, local funding loans and 
2.5 per cent. Consols. . Prominent 
miscellaneous industrial shares 
showed a firmer tendency and there 
were rises in Gramophone shares, 
British Celanese, Mond Nickel, Im- 
perial Tobacco of Canada and Dun- 
lop Rubber. 

Apart from Anglo-American shares, 
which were weak after the first hour 
on account of a reduced dividend and 
fell to 3.75, oil shares showed a firm- 
er tendency. 

The price of rubber was slightly 
easier as were the prices of shares. 

De Beers gained a sixteenth and 
Rio Tiito 2.75 in the mining market. 

nI the money market money was 
not as plenti as estarcey. but 
under the influence of gold imports 
the discount rates again weakened, 
French banks buying three months’ 
fine bank bills at 3 13-16 per cent.
